The History of Danzig 


The free city of Danzig which is 253 
miles from Berlin stands near the mouth 
of the Vistula. The gulf of Danzig is fifty 
miles broad at its entrance, and the terri- 
tory administered by the city proper ex- 
tends forty miles west and fifteen miles 
inland from the Baltic sea, although the 
sweep of the hinterland gives it an area 
of 754 square miles. Its population at 
present is about 407,500, ninety-four per 
cent of which is German. 

An ancient city, Danzig has been buf- 
feted many a time by the turbulent tides 
of history. The Poles claim that 120 
years of its nine-centuried history saw it 
directly under Polish control, though even 
then Danzig retained its autonomy. The 
first partition of Poland in 1772 took it 
away from that country, bringing it 
under the joint care of three great 
powers. In 1793, after the second parti- 
tion, it was absorbed by Prussia. By the 
Treaty of Tilsit Napoleon again made 
Danzig a free city, but after his defeat, 
Prussia took anxious care that she should 
command it in the future, and it later 
became the capital of West Prussia. 

During the world war the Allies 
promised to restore Poland as a free and 
sovereign state, with its secure access to 
the sea being guaranteed by the public 
law of Europe. Then as now Poland 
insisted her economic prosperity, as 
well as military safety, depended upon 
having an unmolested right on the 
Vistula. She therefore fought to annex 
Danzig outright at the Peace Conference, 
becoming very refractory on occasion. 
Her petitions were denied, however, and 
Danzig was made a free city under League 
of. Nations control. 

The Polish spokesman at the Peace 
Conference, according to Lloyd George in 
“The Truth About the Peace Treaties,” 
said that although there were 341,000 
Germans in Danzig, they were restive 
under Prussian rule and anxious for a 
change. He stated that a protest meeting 
against the transfer of Danzig from 
Prussia was called by some Germans 
resident in the city. Despite inflammatory 
speeches, only 16 names were appended to 
the petition of censure against the Peace 
Conference's decision, of which 14 were 
the names of German officials.

POLAND’S RIGHTS 


Poland has no sovereign rights in 
Danzig, as all her privileges rest on a 
treaty basis between her and the city. 
Under the terms of the Versailles treaty 
and a separate agreement later entered 
into between Poland and Danzig, the 
foreign policy of the free state is 
directed by Warsaw officials. The port 
is administered by a board with equal 
members for Poland and Danzig, a neutral 
chairman holding the deciding vote. In 
1929, Danzig’s trade with Poland was 
eight times more than with Germany, and 
despite the new port of Gydnia, its trade 
with Poland still preponderates. 

The official language in Danzig is Ger- 
man. The Nazi party is in open control of 
the city. Within the last three weeks 
10,000 Nazi members have been armed 
and formed into a defence corps, in open 
breach of sacred treaty obligations. 
Poland says Germany wants to convert 
the city into a big naval base which will 
make the Reich master of the Baltic as 
well as the Rhine, and ultimately smash 
Poland to fragments. 

Of the 72 members in the Danzig diet, 
70 are German Nazis and only two Polish. 
The Polish representatives are given guest 
membership, and are there only on suf- 
ferance. Professor Rose, a distinguished 
English scholar, and Professor Seton- 
Watson, the supreme English authority 
on Eastern Europe, both agree that there 
is mot an atom of proof to be found for 
Hitler's charges that the Germans in 
Danzig are mistreated. The only way they 
can be mistreated, in fact, is if they con- 
sent to mistreat themselves. What 
asperities may exist due to Poland's 
treaty right, the Warsaw government is 
ready to remove by peaceful negotiation.

18 DANZIG NAZI? 

The story of how the Nazi party in 
Danzig came into power is enlightening 
as showing Germany's interest in the 
future of the Polish state. 

When Hitler took charge in the Reich, 
Pilsudski formed a pact of friendship with 
Germany whereby both nations pledged 
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themselves not to go to war against each 
other for ten years. At the end of that 
time the treaty was to be automatically 
extended. Hitler, without warning, de- 
nounced that treaty in April and broke it 
without qualification. Poland now wants 
to know how she, or anyone else, can put 
any trust in any future German pledge to 
respect Polish integrity. Last February, 
in an official statement, Hitler said the 
“Danzig problem has lost its menacing 
significance.” A few weeks later, as the 
London Times recalls, he repeated that 
phrase and added that the Danzig ques- 
tion had been solved. Today Hitler has 
changed his mind and Danzig holds the 
centre of the European stage—as a new 
war crisis looms. 

While Hitler was supposed to be pur- 
suing a peaceful policy toward Danzig, his 
agents were intent upon driving Ger- 
mans in Danzig opposed to the Nazi creed 
either into exile or into submission. The 
leader of the non-Nazi Germans in Danzig, 
in fact, is an exile at the present moment. 

The Danzig Diet, consisting of 120 
members in 1933, enabled various minor- 
ity groups, meaning different groups 
among the Germans themselves, to be 
represented. That conflicted with the Nazi 
faith in a unitary, despotic state. They 
decided to change the constitution. On 
May 28, 1933, five months after Hitler 
came to power in Germany, the Nazi party 
in Danzig became the majority in the Diet, 
having obtained exactly fifty-one votes 
more than half the total poll. The consti- 
tution, however, can only be changed by a 
two-thirds vote. 

Goering was appointed, according to 
Polish charges, to direct Nazi activities in 
Danzig so that wavering Germans might 
be “persuaded” to vote for the “right” 
party. The next election in 1935 brought 
the Nazi faction within five members of 
the required two-thirds majority. The 
Danzig Senate already was Nazi. 

A bit more persuasion did the trick, 
and the next election gave the Nazi party 
control, which it proceeded to exercise by 
cutting down the Diet tc 72 members and 
giving itself 70 of them.

HITLER AND DANZIG 


In his speech to the Reichstag on April 
28, 1939, abrogating Germany’s treaty of 
friendship with Poland, Hitler declared: 
“I regard the peaceful settlement of the 
Danzig problem as a further contribution 
to the final loosening of the European 
tension.” 

Note the significant phrase. Hitler 
himself admits that even the solution of 
the Danzig problem, even its return to 
Germany, will be nothing more than a 
“further” not a final, contribution to 
European peace. Poland declares, with 
all the fervency at her command, that the 
“Final loosening of the European tension” 
of which Hitler speaks will not take place 
until he is undisputed master of the whole 
continent, a prelude to which must be the 
smashing of Polish resistance. 

Giving Sudetenland to Germany did 
not appease her. Giving her Danzig will 
have no better effect. All it will mean is 
that Poland’s life-line has been broken. 
Britain and France, in their wisdom, have 
decided, by a deliberate choice of their 
own, to make the Danzig issue the occa- 
sion for crying halt to lawless aggression 
and the lust for conquest. If they back 
down now, the peace front is shattered 
and a profoundly disturbing shock will be 
delivered to world opinion. On the other 
hand, if Britain and France keep saying, 
loudly and often, that they are shoulder 
to shoulder with Poland, Hitler may draw 
back before this phalanx of peace and the 
Danzig question will then not cause a war. 


“Four Feathers” 


The progress of the British motion 
picture industry is attested, in vivid and 
striking manner, in this Korda produc- 
tion now showing at the Rialto theatre. 
The film deals with England's brave 
adventure in the Soudan which Beron 
Tweedsmuir once called “among the most 
glamorous episodes in her immortal island 
story.” 

Filmed throughout in technicolor, the 
picture succeeds in re-creating the heroic 
tale of how Britain brought order to a 
divided and turbulent Egypt, in the face 
of almost overpowering odds. The actual 
places which witnessed the martyrdom of 
Gordon and the gallantry of Kitchener 
are shown in this story of empire. 

The screen can be made a great instru- 
ment for humanizing history. A character 
entombed in the dusty pages of a text- 
book takes on new life when voice and 
action join to give him a place in a drama 
whose pageantry can hold an audience in 
awe. Above all other nations, England's 
chronicles are rich in deeds and men the 
world can never willingly let die, and it 
is worthy of praise that the British film 
industry has decided to tap this heritage 
for some of its stories, and has shown, 
as in “Four Feathers,” that it can do so 
with distinction and power. 


Current Comment 
Before, Not After 


In an article, “Just Before Zero,” Bruce 
Bliven, of the New Republic staff, argues that 
the time to have a peace conference is now and 
not after a war. For a peace conference after 
another general European war should be able to 
do little better than to rake in the ashes and 
ruins and sow the seeds of another war. 

After the “next” European war, the victors, 
no matter who they be, will be filled as were the 
victors in 1919 with the rancors and rages of the 
war just ended, The peace they will make will 
be an imposed peace, a punitive peace, a peace 
of vengeance. : 

Such a peace, experience has shown, is 
founded solely on force. The conquered submit 
but never agree. When they grow strong enough, 
or when division and dissension weaken the 
ranks of their jailers, they burst their shackles, 
escape from their prisons, and the old quarrel 
begins anew. War never determines rights, It 
only determines mights. Its bill of costs ruins 
the litigants.—Victoria Daily Times, 


On This Date 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

When one looks back 25 years and reviews 
the debate on the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne at the opening of the special war 
session of parliament on this date in 1914, it is 
remarkable how outstanding is the speech then 
made by Sir Wilfrid Laurier. All historians 
who have dealt with the event stress the words 
of the great Liberal leader, and Sir Robert Bor- 
den himself gives priority to Sir Wilfrid's speech. 
It was a vibrant appeal for national unity, 
which might well be remembered today. 

“If in what has been done or what remains to 
be done there may be anything which in our 
judgment should not be done or should be differ- 
ently done, we raise no question, We take no 
exception; we offer no criticism, and we shall 
offer no criticism as long as there is danger at 
the front. 

“It is our duty to let Great Britain know, and 
to let the friends and foes of Great Britain know, 
that there is in Canada but one mind and one 
heart and that all Canadians stand behind the 
mother country, conscious that she has engaged 
in this war, not from any selfish motive, for any 

urpose of aggrandisement, but to maintain un- 

tarnished the honor of her name, to fulfil her 
obligations to her allies, to maintain her treaty 
obligations, and to save civilization from the 
unbridled lust of conquest and domination. 

“It is an additional source of pride to us that 
England did not seek this war. It is a matter of 
history—one of the noblest pages of the history 
of England—that she never drew the sword until 
every means had been exhausted to secure and 
keep an honorable peace. 

“If my words can be heard beyond the walls 
of this House, in the province from which I come, 
among the men whose blood flows in my own 
veins, I should like them to remember that, in 
taking their place today in the ranks of the 
Canadian army to fight for the cause of the 
allied nations, a double honor rests upon them. 
The very cause for which they are called upon 
to fight is to them doubly sacred.” 

Mr. Borden eulogized Sir Wilfrid and stress- 
ed: “We stand shoulder to shoulder with Britain, 
and that duty we shall not fail to fulfil as the 
honor of Canada demands. Not for love of pattle, 
nor lust of conquest, not for greed of possessions, 
but for the cause of honor, to maintain principles 
of liberty, to withstand forces that would convert 
the world into an armed camp, in the very name 
of the peace that we might at any cost save that 
of dishonor we have entered into this war. While 
gravely conscious:of the tremendous issues in- 
volved and of all the sacrifices that they may 
entail, we do not shrink from them, but with 
firm hearts we abide the event.” 

The special session lasted only four days.
